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Spiritualism in the Last Century. 

In view of tho recent prosecutions 
in Eugland under tho Vagrancy Act, a 
description of spiritualistic seance held 

by OiiglioHtro iu Paris nearly one 
liuiulrea yeiua ago will uot be found 
uuinteresting. This acnomplished 
cluulatau gave out that, in addition to 
the power of transmuting medals and 
curing all diseases, he could bring 
spirits from the vasty "deep," and by 
paying a largo sum of money — tho 
dead, of course, would not rise for 
nothing — one might commune with 
illustrious personages of bygone times. 
The evocations were not without an 
element of art. On ouo occasion the 
the spirit tho company desired to com- 
mune with was that of d'Alembert and 
from notes funiishod by an eyo-wit- 
ness, Lady Mautz, the actor Fleury 
gives the following account of the cere- 
mony in his Memoirs: — "The speota- 
tore, or, as Cagliostro preferred to call 
them, guests sat in .arin-chnirs along 
the wall on tho cast bido of tbo apart- 
ment. Before these chairs was drawn 
an iron chain, lest some fooiish per- 

. . sons nvould be impelled by curiosity 
to rush upon destruction. "On the 
other side was placed the chair intend- 
ed for tbo rrceptioo of tho apparition. 
Tho Grand Ivoptha— tbo name assumed 
by Cagliostro on such uccasioua — chose 
the unusual hour of 3 a. m. for his 
evocations. Shortly before that time 
s voice demanded the removal from the 
scene of cats, dogs, horses, birds, and 
all'reptiles, should any be near. Then 
came a command that none but free 
men should remain iu the apartment; 
the servants were according dismissed, 
a deep silence followed and the lights 
were suddenly extinguished. The 
same voice, now assuming a louder 
and more authoritative lone, requested 
tho guests to shako the iron chains; 
they obeyed, and an imlcHcribablo 
thrill ran through their frames. The 
■ clock at length struck three — slowly, 
and with a prolonged vibration of the 
bell. At each stroke a flash, as sud- 
den and trauKitury as ligiitning, illum- 
ined the apartiuout, and the words 
'Philosophy,' 'Nature,' and 'Truth,' 
successively appeared in legible char- 
acters above the empty arm-chair. The 
last word was laoro brilliant than the 
others. Tho lustres were suddenly 
re-lighted, how no one could tell. 

Stifled cries were hoard as from a 
man whoso mouth was gagged — a 
noise like that of a man struggling to 
break loose from persons detaining 
him; and Cagliostro appeared. The 
Grand Koptlia wore a costume to 
which it would bo dilllcultto tiud any- 
thing analogous. J'lowing drapery 
set oil' his liguro to advantage, and tho 
glosv of enthusiasm in Jiis face made 
him look really handsome. He deliv- 
ered a short but comprehensive ad- 
dress, commenting on tho words last 
seen over tho chair. Then, turning 
successively to the four cardinal points, 
he uttered four cabalistic words, which 
returned aa if from a distant echo. 

. The lights having boon extinguished, 
he commanded tho guests again to 
shako the chain, and as they did so 
tho strange feeling previously alluded 
to was renewed. The outline of tho arm- 
chair now became gradually pcrcop 
tible iu tho darkness, as though the 
linejj had been placed on a back ground 
with phosphorous. The next moment, 
and as it by the same process, a wind- 
ing sheet could bo seen, with two 
lleshleas haiuls resting upon tho arm 
of tho chair. Tho winding sheet 
slowly opening, discovered an eiuacia- 
ted form; a short breathing was hoard, 
jirid two brilliant, piercing eyoa wore 
iixed upon tho spoctalor.s." Tho il- 
lustrious philosopher, tho author of 
the Preface to tlio "Eucyclyoopedia" 
had been called from tlie dead. Ho 
would answer cpiestions put to him, 
but Cagliostro, alone was privileged to 
hear him speak. "And what questions 
wero put to him?' asked Fleury of 
Lady Mantz. "Ho asked whuthfr ho 
had seen tho other world." "And 
what did he say?" "Ah, jMohsiour 
yioury, it is a terrible reply, especially 
to one who, like me, looked forward 
to a better future. He said, 'There is 
no other world.' " "And did no ono 
reply?" "Reply, who could venture 
to reply to tho ghost of jM. d'Alouiljort; 
if there isf no otner world, whoro may 
you happen to coino from now ?' "

Growth of Population in England. 

In the current weekly mortality re- 
turns for London and tho chief pro- 
vincial towns, the Registrar-General 
alludes to tho means adopted by him 
for estimating the population of tho 
various towns in order to obtain a ba- 
sis for his calculations of tho death 
rate. The estimates simply start on 
the asatimption ' that tho rates of in- 
crease seen on comparing the census 
returns for 1871 with those of 18G1 are 
undisturbed, tho following steps being 
merely questions in arithmetic in com- 
pound interest. Thus, in tho case of 
Loudon, the decennial rato of incieaso 
per cent, was 10. 1 by tho last census, 
and, accordiugly, tho population of 
the metropolis shows an increase from 
3,25i,2G0 in 18G1 to 3,335,-l8-iiu 1877, 
dating to the middle of the year. In 
the same way the population of Brigh- 
ton, which was 77.G93 iu 18G1 and 90,- 
011 in 1871, is now 102,264, taking tho 
nmuicipal boundaries in this and the 
following cases — Portsmouth in 18GI 
stood at 91,79'J, and at 113,509 in 1871, 
now tho population is 127,144. Nor- 
wich similarly has increased from 74,- 
891 and80,38G to 84,023; Bristol. from 
154,093 and 182,552 to 202,950; Ply- 
mouth! from 62;599 arid 68,750 to 72,- 
911; Wolverhampton, from GO, SCO and 
G8,291 to 73,389; Birmingham, from 
296,U7G and 343,787 to 377,43G; Loi- 
easter, from 68,056 and 95,220 to 117,- 
4G1; Nottingham, from 74,693 and 86,- 
G21 to 05,025; Liverpool, from 443,938 
and 493,405 to 527,083, Manchester, 
from 338,722 and 351,189 to 359,213; 
Salford, from 102,449 and 124,801 to 
141,184; Oldham, from 72,333 and 82,- 
629 to 89,796; Bradford, from 106,218 
and 145,830 to 179,315; Leeds, from 
207,165 and 259,212 to 298,189; Shef- 
field, from 185,172 and 239,946 to 282,- 
130; Hull, from 97,661 and 121,892 to 
140,002; and Newcastle, from 109,108 
in 1861, and 128,443 ia 1871, to 142,- 
231. • In other words, tho po])ulation 
of these towns in 1861 was 5,430,515; 
it is now 6,945,230 — an increase of 
1,514,715, duo in a great measure to 
tho excess of births over deaths, but 
also to a considerable extent to immi- 
gration. London alone has increased 
m the past 16' years, by 76P,496 souls. 
The next formiaalile rise is in Sheffield, 
where the increase is equal to 90,958; 
Leeds folio ts with an addition of 91,- 
024; Liverpool with 83,145, Birming- 
ham with 81,3G0, and Brantford with 
73,097. The 16 years increase in Ply- 
mouth-is 10,312; Brighton, 24,571; 
Portsmouth, 32,345; Norwich 9,132; 
Bristol, 48,857; Wolverhampton, 12,- 
229; Leice8tor,49.405; Nottingham, 20, - 
332 Manchester, 20,491 ;Salford.38,735; 
Oldham, 17,463; Hull, 42.341; and 
Newcastle, 33,123.

This tar, which is carefully saved when 
it exudes from the wood when burned, 
was first used as a substituto for wheel 
grease in Russia, as it is to this day, 
and then for the filling and dressing of 
skins. By a system of careful enquiry, 
and literally following his own nose 
during his visits to somo of tho great 
llussian tanneries and curriers' shops, 
Mr. Jewell found this compound in a 
great kettle ready for use, and thus tho 
mystery was solved. It is not expen- 
sive, costing, about $10 a barrel, and 
he immediately ordered ten bart'els, 
and sent them to various leading loal.h- 
or manufacturers in this country, witli 
instructions, and tho result is that gen- 
uine Russia leather goods are now 
made in America, and doubtless will 
soon be sold at qearly 60 per cent. be<- 
low former prices.-''"PatterBoa Press."

Advices from Peru say guano, dis- 
coveries have been made in the South 
which are reported to bo of immense 
proportions, but no definite idea can 
be formed of their sizo and value until 
regular surveys are made. 

From the Darion expedition there 
has been but little of public interest 
yet made known. Work is progress- 
ing, and will be completed about the 
end of February. 

The Revolution in Santa Cruz Boli- 
via, is assuming proportions --i^hich 
which threaten to shorten the tenure 
of office of General Dozo. 

A Pii.MiL-DivKu's Feahfui, Death. — 
Autraliau papers state that two divers 
engaged in pearl-lishing in Torres 
Straits, were recently drowned whilo 
at work in their diving-dresses, and 
two sw.imming divers have been de- 
voured by sharks. Tho sharks are 
now 80 numerous as to produce a per- 
ceptable falling off in the quantity of 
poail-ahell obtained. One of the di- 
vers is described as loosing his life in 
a singular way . He was walking along 
the bottom, which was very Ibvel and 
free from coral, when his life-line bo- 
came entangled round a lorge piece of 
oup-shaped coral, the only obstruction 
for a considerable distance. The boat 
to which ho was attached was drifting 
with tho tide as he walked on, and the 
life-line getting foul the boat was an- 
chored as it were. Tho strain thus 
brought on the life-lino would ap^jear 
to have drawn the diver down to the 
coral, thereby creating such alarm as 
to cause him so far to loose 
bis presence of mind that he cut the 
Hue. He might just as well have cut 
bis throat, as by his thoughtless act ho 
trnnaferred the boat's strain from tho 
ropo to tho air-pipe, which was' soon 
pulled out of its socket in tho helmet. 
It was some time before the body was 
rocoveied. It was on its back, and a 
knifo vtiia firmly clutched in the right 
hand.

tHE OPPOSITION PRESS. 

It is ftuiusing to observe the olinug- 
ed tone the • Opposition press have 
kssamed towarda the Government. 
Bix months ago the Ministry were 
told by them that the moment tUo House 
met they would Lobundlea out of the i)ub- 
lio offices and relegated to tko coUl hIukIuh 
of Opposition. Tlirco moutUsj Inter ou 
the same papers— novor umniimous on 
any other subject— veliomontly cullca 
oil the Ministry to resign at onuo, ho that 
a now Govorumnut might bo formoa uud 
tbo "business of the country proceeded 
with." There was no help for it. Ke- 
sigu they must. It would bo rank trea- 
son to hold on to their offices ft moment 
after they had lost the confidence of the 
country— and the Opposition were quito 
sure they had lost that. The Elliott Rlin- 
iUfy wns "a thing of the past-a polioan 
ia the desert -a sparrow ou tlio house- 
top." And thoio would bo no more ciikoa 
nnd alo (for tho Opposition) unless the 
terrible fellows moved ou and allowed 
t'ao Opposition a ohanee to enjoy the 
sweets of oOico. A poetic genius develop- 
ed during the piitriotio outburst. Ho 
wrote IT, poem that moved all who read it. 
Ho called it "Oh! A.C.E. Eesign!" There 
was a tear in every word and a sob at the 
endof each line. It was a distressing picture 
he drew in describing the sorrows of ex- 
Ministers. When ho told about the ox- 
Premier "pining" at San Francisco for 
his lost portfolio there was scarceiy a dry 
eye in tho City; and folk began to iisk 
each otlior whethor or no there was in the 
rrovinoo a Society for the rrevoulioa of 
Ornolty to Animals. Tiio "divine alll.i- 
tus" took hold of tho popular mind, 
crowding out tho moro prosiiic; olTiisioiis 
of other writers; and the appeal — "Oh! A. 
C. E. Eesign," became as familiar 
in people's mouths as houaohold 
words. According to all the cal- 
culations of the Opposition press 
A. 0. B. should have resigned six months 
since; but to their surprise, courusion 
and grief he paid no heed to them or tlieir 
piteous appeals. Eutreatius bt iug of no 
avail, throateningG and bullyings followed; 
but proved equally impi.ttMit. Stro-.ig in 
the confidence of tlia country A. U. E. re- 
tf.ins bin position, lins mot the nouso, and 
has had tlio pagacity and al)ility to frame 
a Speech and arraiigG a prograiniuo that 
for real practical utility has had no su- 
perior—if, indeed, it has had an e^ual, in 
tho Province. And the Opposition press, 
which a short time ago sneered at the 
bare idea of Mr. Elliott being enabled to 
hold a Ministry together, and tried to 
frighten him as the Chinese thought to 
frighten tho invading British army— by 
making a loud noise; or, as many a dough- 
ty warrior has beon vanquished, witli ridi ■ 
cule— pay a tribute to his ability by favor- 
ing some of his moasuros, and 
attacking others iu a tone wliioh shows 
that tliey have come to regard the Premier 
as worthy of their serious attention. Neith- 
er laugh nor sneor is heard from them 
now. They cannot muster sufficient cour- 
age to ask him to resign ;and as for bnlly- 
ing—fancy a Premier who possesses tho 
confidence of the entire country and two- 
thirds of tho Honse paying any attention 
to the frowns or tlireats of tlio organs of a 
dilapidated minority, who have been dis 
carded by the country, and of whom it 
may bo written as was written of the Lon- 
don monument — 

"Llko ft tall bully U raises itu head uad lieu."

Owingto tho cruel- 
ty of his master lie losolved to leave hiiu, 
and swam out to the Fawn, whi^'li was 
lying iu the harbor, and claimed the pro- 
tection of the British flag.. Tho com- 
mander of the Pawn, after consulting tho 
Slave Circular No. 3, resolved to transfer 
tho fugitive to the British Consul, and ho 
iu turn Uelivcrod hiiu up to his master.

Sho sailed from Sitka on the 12th last., 
and on tho l-ttli inst., when 00 niiles south 
of Wrangel, had to bear u)) and run back 
to Wrangel for shelter. Sailetl again from 
Wrangfd on tho 17th inst., and was Hi 
hours in rencliing Ward's tJove, which is 
usually made iu 9 hours. Laiil in Ward's 
Oovo till Monday morning, when she 
started out, bat was soon compelled to 
run back. On Tuesday morning' sailed 
again, and rc;udu'd Safety Cove on \N"ed- 
ne.'-ilay night, -^vhori! i-ho lay till 'L'hursilay 
ni(irniiig, anil roaolied Naiiaimo at I'J 
o'clock p.m. on Friday. Met the IMiukIc 
on Thuisday at 1 o'clock p.m., in (Uetus 
Channel, 10 miles abovo Fort Paipert, 
with a fair wind, going north. On the 
night of the ',Hh inst, a tire broke out in 
till! coniuiissinned oDiccrs' qiiarter-i at 
Sitka, which destroyed all the houses cil- 
eept that of tho coiiiiuiinding oillcer. Tho 
occupants of tho houses barely u.icnpud 
with thf-ir lives. Ono olhcer leaped out 
of a window with a child in his arms, and 
then returned and rescued his Avifo. Tho 
ilanies spread with great rapidity; the 
night '\('as very cold and tlio only avail- 
abli? pump was fro/.en. .\11 tho furnituro 
in tho huus! s W(:r> destroyed, mid the 
loss will fall very heavily on the oHii'eis, 
who took refuge on board tho (Jiissio Tel- 
fair, remaining on board as long as tho 
steamship remained iu port. 
Tlie Sitka Indians are quiet. 
Small-jiox was rojior'ed at Fort Wran- 
gel, two light cases: havimr occurred. 

Tho schr. Ivato from Victoria, hound 
to Georgetown, oxj)eriencod terrible wea- 
ther, losing all her sails and being blown 
north of Wraogel. She was at Wrangel 
when the Telfair sailed to come south, 
repairing damages.

The report of the I'ngineei -in-Chief of 
tho Pacitio lliihvay is brought down to 
the oud of tho year, uud gives the recoid 
surveys and work already oomx)letod, and 
show tho pr ogro.'-s miule in the mountain 
region. A complete trial location line 
from the Provincial Boundary, at tho 
summit of the Yellow Head Pass, in the 
Eoeky Mountains, to Waddington Har- 
bor, at the head of liulo Inlet, a distance 
of ,')-lG miles. Ou tho bank of tho river 
Fraser, between Tete Jaune Oaohe and 
the Grand B.ipids, many of the stokes of 
the exploration survey were swept away 
and land slides took plaeo, and great caro 
had been tuken in locating tho line, so 
that it will bo sccuro frotn tho action of 
the iloodtf. This will entail heavier works 
and raiso tho coat of constiuctiou consid- 
erably abonvo previous estimates. Unex- 
pected dillioultios have also been met 
with in tho angle between the Siovr-art 
and Eraser 'Valleys, whore there will bo 
some heavy earth exoavations. But tlie 
nature of the country gives scope for eer- 
eral deviations of tho line, aud will, it is 
believed, avoid much of tho heavy work 
itnd sliorlon tho lino soveral miles. Very 
great improvouionts have been uiado in 
the location through thu Cascades Monn- 
tains. The very heavy works in those 
mountains are now conliued within a 
listaneo of 20 miles, between tho 2Gth 
and -IGth niilo from the head of fiute 
Inlet. Theio will consist of heavy rock 
excavations, with 8 tuuncla, having an 
nggregitto length of barely a milo and a 
quarter. Between Yellow Head Pass and 
ttie Cascades, there are 6 cunnels, making 
together tbroe-qiiarters of a mile, so that 
tbo total length of tunnelling in thoMoun- 
tain lU'gion, of 517 miles, by tluH route, 
will not exceed two miles, and this may 
bo still further rodiiced. Tho steepes't 
gradients are iu tho Cascade Mountains, 
of which 13, luiles are at tho rate of 2 per 
100, equal to 11)5. ti feet per.mile; but this 
is in three lengths, with stretches of level 
between, of half and three tpiarters of a 
milo. There are three niile^ v.iryiug 
from CO to 84 feet per mile. The maxi 
mum gradient on the lesr of the lino is 1 
per lOD, equal to 52.8 feet p:u' milo. Tho 
surveys to improve tho line branching 
from the above, at a point iu the Ohilacoh 
Valley and following the Iscultaesly, 
Blackwater and R.ilinon Bivers to Kams- 
ijuot Bay, on Dean Channel, have boon 
completed witii very favoir'ablo results. 
By using gradients of 80 to 90 feet per 
mile, for about 5 miles, Iho lino ha^ been 
shortoiiod considerably and much heavy 
work avoided, so that the works generally 
will bo light to within 50 miles of tlie sea, 
whoio tho line eaters the Cascade Moun- 
tains. A careful trial loo ition liat boon 
made of the section by which tho very 
heavy works have been conlined within a 
coiu])asa ol 20 miles, wheie there will bo 
heavy bridgiug and rock excavation, and 
K! tunnels through rookhavingah aggro- 
gate lonpth of 2 iuilos. There are 8 miles 
of a gradient of 2.15 per lOOetiual to 113J/J 
feot per mile, one milo of 105. (J feet niidli 
miles ranging from tiO to ',12 feet jier mile. 
I'lie maximum .gradient on the remiiinder 
is 1 per 100. Tho hngth from Yellow 
Head Pass to Dean Channel by this route 
is 402'miles, or 65'miles shorter than to 
Bnte lnlet. The survey has boon com- 
pleted of an alternative line to tlin last 
mentioned, coniinencing at the month of 
the Chilac.oh liiver, nnd following the 
Stowart, Nochacoh and Eiicliu Bivers; 
tlionco across the divide to tho Salmon 
River, whore it joins tho line last deserib- 
«d; and thonce through the Cascade 
Mountains tha lino is common to both. 
The gradients on this line to tho junction 
are very easy uud tlie works will l)o gen- 
erally light, except in tho canyons of the 
Ncchaco where tli it stronin passes through 
a range of hills, and in the dividebatween 
the Euohu and Salmon Rivers, where 
they would be heavy. This lino is 15 
miles longer than thb former. A lino 
has boon surveyed np tho Viilh y of tho 
Fraser, betweet; Yale and Lytfon, and it 
was found that tho location siirvoy pre- 
viously niaile of the lirst l-l mile."!, np to 
tho Suspension Bridge, could not bo im- 
uroved. But from that point to Lytton, 39 
miles, this survey fnrnisbes batter data for 
arriving at an estimate of the character 
and cost of tho works on this section than 
we previously possessed. The rock cutting 
will not bo EO heavy as anticipatoil, but 
the bridging, retaining walls and other 
protection works will be heavy. This, 
with provious surveys gives tho length of 
lino from Yellow Head Pass to Burrard 
lulot, 505 miles. By the Coquihalla Val- 
ley, 473 miles.
